So for, we have not received 
tbe final result, beyond ibo meagre tolc" 
graphic statement publiebed a litUo lime 
ago, giving tlio Government tweuljvthrne ol n 
gain. , The Irish and Scotch eleotions, up till 
latest dated, were Liberal in their tendency: 
Dublin, to the astonishraooi of everybody, 
rctiirnca a Liberal, in the person of Mr. Pirn, 
a (Quaker, and one of the principal murchanls 
in Ireluud. In every part of the country but 
Ulator tho Liberals have boeu gaining ground. 
Tho late House of Commons had no 
law officer of tho Crown from Ireland, with 
the esoeption daring a little time of Mr. 
O'Hagan who reprosentod Traloo ; but now, 
aCOording in the Times correnpondent, tho 
Atto^ney■^Oene^al■ Solicitor-General, and 1-uw 
Advisor will nil havo seat3. Four of Hie 
principal tuombera of the Irish liar — Duw^ou, 
Sullivan, Barry, and Armstrong— have been 
returned by Liberal majorities, ousting four 
OonseiTBtiTes ; these four will thus ho 
equal, as tho Times correspondent rom.n ks, 
to eight votea on a division. " But this dors 
not irrply all tho gain to the Govetuineiit 
secured by theao auocesaes. Tbey aro all 
foremost men at the bar, men of great uhiliiy, 
bringing on amount of debating power 
virhioh will make tbom worth tvoniy 
ordinary membe'rs. In fact there never 
was n Parliament sinco tho passing ol 
tho Eraanoipatiou Act in which th 
Irish Government stood so well, or was so 
strong, 03 it will he in tho nest." In Ulster, 
however, as wo have already staled, tho Uon 
servatives oould not be displaced, principally 
owing to tho organized orango mobs ami 
landlord intimidation. In Holfast the 
mob-power, on accuuut probably of the 
cent legislative enactment with regard lo thu 
replacinK of tho police by tho oonslabulary 
not having como into force, showed itselt ;i3 
griat as ever, and seven buodred Libeml 
votes were deterred by its outrages from up 
preaching the polls. Lord John llay, lli 
Liberal condidato, was nssauUed twice ami 
bis lifo at one tima endangered. At ll. 
cloBO of tho eleclion, an extraordinary scone 
took place. While tho Mnyor went into an 
anteroom to scrutinize tbe poll-books, the 
mob in tho Court bouse voted one of their 
number into the chair. This gentleman 
after enjoininj; on all present the ncoossily 
of keeping order oallaJ upon one of llic 
" Orange hrolhron " to sing a song — a re- 
quest which was at unco complied with ; ami 
foe two hours tho Court House walls re- 
sounded with orange ditties of not tho mojt 
classical doBCiiptioo. The Irish election? 
this lime it would appear wore in thoir viu- 
lenco very little ahead, if at all, of the con- 
testa in Kngland. Allogether, however, in 
both Ireland and England tbe socnes were 
' disgraceful, and might well make one doubt 
tbe genuineness of the civilization of the 
United Kingdom. The rimes, in a cynical 
humor, refers to the election outrages as an 
evidence that the masses havo something 
even more llian a voico in iho Government 
of tho country ; but if ihero is auy- 
tbiog that really affords more than another 
an argument in favor of an ezteniion of the 
sulTraga it Is the very fact to which tbe Times 
so sarcastically alludes, Give men the fran*. 
ohiso and Ihcy will drop tho stone and bhul- 
gcon — give iheni vote by ballot and they will 
cease to be bribed or coerced. The ruthless 
mob that torrifies oonstitueooies and destroys 
property is merely politioal helplessness tak- 
ing its revenge. There is no greater edo- 
oalor, sny tho soundest political ocoDomists, 
than llic e.nerciso of political rights. 

In .ScothipJ, tho uleciions appear to havo 
pasaod of! more poaceably, ami nhow how iin- 
mistakiibiy Ihn .ScuUish mind is imbued uiih 
progrcBsivo principles. Out of forly-nino 
leturns given in the Times wo find the Con- 
servative party haveooly obtained nine soat,H, 
Tiiko Scotland out of the Ilouio of Cominoris, 
anil \vo nro afraid tho antiquated ropresont:!- 
tivi,'-:, who seem in many in^tiinco." tt; carry 
diiy ill Ijnglaiul, would sunn inuko tlunr 
relrogtoaiivo niaiU on Knglish politics. It i- 
gratifying, however, to see tbe Eagllih 
counties adding their gains lo Liberalisni— a 
fact which is attributed to tho wealthy olas.sin 
of the boroughj becoming moro and mono 
ro.?idont3 of the country, and nlso to Iho de- 
cruaso in poor larmcrfj and a eorrcapomling 
Increase of a more independent class. The 
Conservativo victory in Berksbiro is an i x- 
coplloDal oaso. In this contest, .Mr. 
Walters, tho prir.cipal ])r(iprietor of tin! 
London Times, was deieatod — ii cir- 
cumstoncQ which will not diiiiliilhh 
tbe billernes3 with which that juiirnnl h»s 
bean recently assailing the Tory party . Mr 
(3 ladatona't defeat at Oxford University and 
return for South Lanoaahiro seems to have 
given general satisfaction. It is like an e«- 
oape from n linked connc(^tion with a deed 
b.idy. A defeat it! however a dofoat ; hut 
Mr. (ihuLiloni) has tho ooiisulnlion of knowing 
that tho great intollecfc of tho University 
went with him, and that it was only by non- 
- . entities voting by proxy ho lost bis scat. Tlio 
Bishop of Oxford and other mombcra of ilie

Sound on Friday aftarnoou, and put into 
Ncah liay until daylight. Loft tho latter 
place at daybreak and arrived at Ecquimalt 
at 12 o'clock. 

Tho Olio had been up lo Friendly Cove, 
Noolka Sound, in search of Capt. Turrcns 
and parly. iioaU were despatched in diT 
lerenl directions, but without Biiccus.-", and 
loarnii!^ from the chief of tho Mowilcliil^ 
lhat a parly of cevoii while men hnd gone 
south ill a boat, they soarcticd in Kulugo (.'ove 
bnl did not find thcui there, and proieoded 
Barclay Sound, whcro they found the 
parly who had camped on a tmall Isliuid at 
thu mouth of tho Sound, being; unaljlo lo 
weather Cape Ueale in their honl. The (Jliu 
passed Iho Island witlioul sBoing tho eamp, 
and went up to tho Alhoriii Mills, the pruiy 
lollowod her luiit were receivod on hiiiird on 
I'huiadiiy afternoon. Tlio Clio then wiuil 
down the canal and unuliored under Slii;i Is- 
land, a very heavy S. K. gale blowing, 

LOST IN TUB WOODS. 
■\Vhilo lying at anchor a parly coiisiiHing of 
Iho First l^ieuteiuinl Cauiy, Seuond l^i.-uteii- 
.iiit lOllioll, Iiord lieiesloid, Midshipniiili, mid 
about l.veiily Boariion, went on shore tm a 
deer bun!, when in their elliria to sweep the 
Island four foamen gut aalray in the woods 
and were hciiiglilod. The niglil wan too 
darl; and Btoraiy lo miike seaicli for lliern 
and a lire was lit at one end of Hie Uluiul 
whoro lour of tho jiarly reiiuuiuHl while the 
rcft returned on bouiil ^hip.

Alahoiit 
1, a. m., Lord Hore.-f nd ami a bual's crow, 
with an liuliaii who pilnled thorn i-afely 
through Ihu lieavy surf diisliing ovor Ihe reefs, 
pulled back to the camp, bringing a good 
supply of provisions nnd tarpaulins, as it was 
raining bard. At daylight Mr. Brown, one 
of the prospectors, with tho Indian, started 
in search of the lost seamen, and after n difK^ 
cull hunt of three hours found the men won- 
dering still further away. They wore s doly 
oonducled lo camp and tho Clio steamed 
away soon after.

Uapt. Tortena and party bring back suii^i- 
faotory news as to the auriferous nature ol 
the country Ihoy prospeotod. A full report 
will be submitted lo governmont, and in llie 
meantime it is only necessary to state that 
tho party feel so well satisfiod with the ptos- 
peets thoy obtained on the Mosblat river, 
which eiiiplies into tiuyiiuina Arm in Nool- 
ka .Sound, that they purpose proceeding llioro 
in the Fpring lo mine. Tlay n=ccmh'ii the 
river a disUuiee, including win lings, of about 
thirty-live mile^, proa peeling siipeilieially 
here and liiurc, but mil llioroiiglily, ami find- 
ing encouraging prus'iieet-i of Ircui one lo iwm 
cents lo the iia'ii in lloiU gold, ■f'he nver it 
in places about l.irly yards wide, bill ai.oumU 
in enh ir,', llimugh wliieli the watt r rushes 
with loo great Velocity to allow ot eamio ira- 
vol. Almut twenty uiile:i up llie four Indian?, 
who pai'liod piovibiona retunieil, obj.uSnig t.i 
go further on iieeoiint of .<o.mj .-uper .liiioii 
they ealorlaineil about mi evil spirit ".sill.-iiin 
vwiiiksiUium durk," (half tmliun hall diicli) 
who they believed would pick Iho ujej oul o' 
uU Indiana wlio ventured to approach tho 
head waters. The patty reraoiuod for two 
days at this spot in oonaoqoenoo of heavy 
rains. On tho third day they proceeded on 
and found a large fork coming from tho north- 
west. Soma of tho pat'.y piospcclod a little 
on this fork, finding good ooIoib of coarser 
gold. Two others, Brown and Rankin, aa- 
condoil the right fork or mam stream about 
twelve or diirteon miloH, taking however very 
little provisions with tlieiii. They fuiuul 
large bonulics and fine wasii gr.ivel with very 
lew boulders. 'I'hey prospected sliglilly as 
they wont finding ^nhl wherevor lliey tried 
and the gild g.;lling co.usor. Their pruvi- 
aioim soon gave out iiiul they were compelled 
10 return to the iii.iin pailv, who woro also 
running short, brown and llaiikiii report 
that on the large benehes tkirtiiig the flre;im 
they noticed the fineft ground for agrioullural 
purposes they have yet soeii on the Island. 
In places it is heavily limbered, in uthors 
covered with scatlored alder. It is every- 
where watered with beautiful springs id clear 
waler. At tbe forks there is a large oxteni 
of flat country, probably 1,000 acres, partly 
heavily timbered and port open, which lu all 
appearaoces is most admirably adapted to 
settlement.

The party hn^teiioil iloivo to t!ii; nmulh id ihe 
river, and took bnai for Friendly Covo which 
they roaehed lhat night. A heavy sua was 
running on tho following day, and ihoy re- 
mained in tho comp of the Mowilcliita, where 
they wore most kindly and hospitably entur- 
tained by Ira-harp, the fine young chief of 
tbe tribe, who holds a certificate of thanks 
from the olTloers of the Ameriooa baik 
Iwauowna, ivbiok vosscd was oast ashoni 
near there, ami still Ilea lii<;li and dry in-idc 
the reefs with her cur:: i i^l iiiintier on board. 
On the snceoeiliiig d'y they sl.uled, nml 
reached Hofugo (.'ove al night. On thu nexl 
llay rt'aeh' d liodwoll .^oiiiiil, and liio day 
altor al n lOn ran into IJarclay Sound, where 
they were picked ap by Iho Clio.

At tho Muchlat viilageyou^ informants wits 
nossod a scone thatalinoat'bi|flea~deBOr!ption, 
and needs tho pon\o( a ' Cbarloa^;I)iokenB lo 
.do,|t. juetica. .A Biwaah goVttleman from a 
nelgliborlng tribe bad oonciuded the pur- 
chase of a bride from tho I^Iuchlats, and the 
mrrriago ceremonial was conducted some- 
thing in thin wiao. About a dozen canoes 
appeared approaching thu villngo in lino, in 
wliioli wore a numbor of males hcdocked in 
the moHl comically grotcatjuo fashion lhat it 
is possible to conceive. Their faces wore 
painted in most fantastic oolora and patlcrnn, 
and the majority of them woro completely 
sraolbored in foathors and down. Al the 
bow of each canoe was an Indian in recum- 
bent nltilndo, with his head peering ovor thu 
prow, fashioned nnd painted lo represent a 
huge winged serpent. 'These reptiles as the 
canoes approached tossed their heads from 
side lo aide, rolled Ihoir eyes, nnd made a 
peculiar hissing noise; 'The rest Blood up- 
right iu pairs beating timo on the side of their 
canoes with thoir paddles.

Tbcsauio result followial 
fruni an e.vpluration of other streams llowing 
iulii .Shuller Arm. On the 2Uli nil., the 
si'lio'iiior Siiriiriso arrived, ;iiul, says liutlle, 
"I roei'ived tin,' startling intelligence that all 
the miners liud left Hear river, iironouncing 
tliu repiirl as a pack of lies. 1 then infornied 
llaiieoek and Forgiu of what bad oeeiirreil, 
bat they .ilill stated as liefore ; this iierplexeil 
mo sillily. After hulding a eonsaltalidu with 
Capt. praneis, who I knew bad the repiitatinii 
ol being a good |)rospector, I came to the 
eoni'l u.sion lo send Hancock back with Capt. 
I'raiiris lo liear river to the place they bad 
olilaineil llieir original prospects. They as- 
eendeil Hear River to tbo spot whore Hancock 
and Poi gio had prospected, and Capt. Francis 
gives it as hi.i opinion that he has no doiiht 
that tbcy obtained tbo gold from the number 
of pans reported, but that tboy greatly over- 
ostiniatod tbe avotago of tho dirt.
